He 
6aid there was never any 
trouble before the refinery 
was built—he considered it 
all started after the construc- 
tion of the refinery. 


He said on a north wind 
day the’ smell was always 
there (Mr. Phillips lives due 
south of the refinery) and 
added he supposed when 
the wind blew in other direc- 
tions somebody else suffered. 





“The place is not worth 
living in since they came,” 
said Mr, Phillips. 


He said he had been dubi- 
ous about the origin of the 
smell until ae weekend he- 
fore last, But while the 
smell was bad ‘he asked a 
neighbour to ride his bike 
up the road and track it 
down. On return his neigh- 
bour ,informed him the re- 
finery was responsible for 
the offence. 


Cr. Cresser interjected to 
say he couldn't agree more. 

Cr. Lee said the council 
is always trying to seek some 
way of eliminating this 
problem and asked Mr. 
Phillips if he could suggest 
a solution. 


Mr. Phillips considered

Where the sides of corner 
allotments are on access 
roads only, that is the side 
road has no actual allotments 
facing it, the owners have 
been paying the full cost of 
street construction. There 
were no frontages to lay off 
half the cost of the street 
as the usual procedure with 
other side streets. 


The council considers this 
very unfair to the property 
owners. Therefore, the future 
policy of the counci) will be 
to charge these owners only 
one third for the side access 
road and meet the cost of 
the other two thirds out of 
revenue. 

In future each now street 
scheme will be dealt with on 
its merits and in some cases 
it may be considered neces- 
sary to close the access 
roads, 


CHANGE IN METHOD 
OF STREET CHARGING 
CONSIDERED 


The shire engineer (Mr. 
R. C. Simmons) put for- 
ward a suggestion on 
street charging for coun- 
cillors consideration. 


The shire president (Cr. G. 
den Dulk) asked councillors 
to consider the suggestion be- 
fore the next council meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Simmons suggested in- 
stead of each owner being 
charged road costs for the 
actual footage in front of his 
property the costs should b2 
apportioned equally between 
all building allotments front- 
ing a street. 


Some blocks are 50 ft. 
some 52 ft. 6 in, some 50 ft. 
3 in, &c., each with a diff- 
erent assessment involving a 
lot of work, not so much in 
the engineering deparment, 
but to the administration sec- 
tion of the shire, Each as- 
sessment and interest has to 
worked out individually 
each quarter. He said equal 
payment for each holding 
in a street would simplify 
matters a lot. 

He considered the individual 
width of each building allot- 
ment unimportant as each 
resident of a street received 
the same benefit from their 
road. Why should one owner 
pay more than another ‘for 
the same service?
